A comprehensive’ report, 
ing all phases of the educational 
process, management and opera- 
tion of the public school system, 


and making many recommenda- 
tiong and suggestions for improve- 
ments, will be presented to the 
Board of Education today, as the 
result of a survey begun last Octo- 
ber. The survey was directed by 
Dr. George D. Strayer of Teachers’ 
College, Columbia University. 

Outstanding among the proposals 
are: 
Sweeping reorganization of the 
whole curriculum, with emphasis 
on adapting studies to the prac- 
tical needs of modern life, in con- 
trast with older, formal meth- 
ods. 

Establishment of an agency to 
keep the curriculum continuous- 
ly responsive to the needs of the 
times. 

A redivision of the school sys- 
tem, to extend from the nursery 
school, for children as young as 
3, to the junior college level. 

A building program to include 
eventual abandonment of 31 of 
the present grammar schools, a 
change in function of certain oth- 
er existing buildings and con- 
struction of 14 new schools. 

Reduction of the size of classes. 

Administrative reorganization, 
concentrating authority in the 
superintendent instead of divid- 
ing it among four independent 
executives, as proposed in a pend- 
ing bill introduced in the Legis- 
lature at the board’s request. 

Reduction of the board from 
12 members with six-year terms 
to seven members with eight-year 
terms, or possibly nine members, 
with the substitution of com- 
mittee of the whole for four 
standing committees of divided 
authority. 

Public discussion of school 
business. The present practice of 
discussing much business.in priy- 
ate caucuses is condemned. 

Possible immediate saving of 
$526,000 a year, largely in the 
building and instruction depart- 
ments, as part of a budget pro- 
gram for the next two years 
designed to meet a financial 
crisis confronting .the board, 
without cutting salaries. 

Development of a long-term fi- 
nancial program, contemplating 
a net increase of expenditures to 
improve and extend services. 

Adoption of a merit system for 
the appointment and promotion 
of building department employes, 
to end patronage troubles. 

700,000 Words Long. 

The exhaustively documented re- 
port, about 700,000 words long, 
points to numerous virtues of the 
school system as well as defects. 
Its tone is constructive. 

Recdmmendations are set up in 
such @ way that they can be car- 
ried out gradually over a long pe- 
riod, either by the action of the 
board or the executive officers or 
both. Many of the items lie direct- 
ly in the province of the officers. 
The administrative reorganization 
is an essential of part of the pro- 
posals, 

In the educational field, the sur- 
veyors assert the idea of progres- 
sive improvements, but avoid the 
extreme tenets of the Progressive 
Education movement. 

Some important recommenda- 
tions, in addition to those listed 
above, are: 

Reconsideration of the functions 
of the high school, avoiding an un- 
justified emphasis on college prepa- 
ration, with liberalization of the 
courses, 

Less emphasis on drill and recita- 
tion in the elementary school and

STUDENTS STRIKE 
IN KIRKWOOD OVER 
PRINGIPAL'S FIRING 


Nearly Entire High School 
Body Stays Away From 
Classes for Two Hours 
in Protest. 


EUGENE S. LEHMANN 
OUT AFTER 11 YEARS 


Board President Says ‘In- 
tolerable Situation’ Arose 
— “Lack of Co-operation’ 
in Faculty. 


Almost all of the 700 pupils at the 
Kirkwood High School went on 
strike for two hours today and re- 


fused to attend classes when it was 
learned that Eugene 8S. Lehmann, 


principal of the school for the last 
11 years, had been fired by the 
Board of Education. 

Hollis E.: Suits. president of the 


board, issued a statement saying 
that the board had unanimously 
decided not to reappoint Lehmann 
for next year “because of an intol- 
erable situation existing in the high 
school due to a complete lack of 
co-operation between the principal 
and faculty.” 

The striking pupils arrived at the 
school, at 700 South Kirkwood road, 
this morning carrying banners say- 
ing “We want Lehmann” and “Leh- 
mann is good enough for us.” They 
were joined by some children from 
the Junior High School, which ad- 
joins the main building and is also 
under Lehmann’s supervision. 


Lehmann Urges Them In. 


When the pupils did not go into 
the building at starting time Leh- 
urged them to come in. They 
in began a parade to downtown 
Kirkwood. 

Later a group of non-striking 
pupils assured the strikers that 
there would be an open meeting 
of the School Board, at which they 
could air their views. The strikers 
then picked a committee to repre- 
sent them at this meeting. At 
10:30 a. m,. they returned to school. 

Suits said he knew nothing of 
any public meeting. “That must 
all be student gossip,” he said. 
Suits declined to elaborate on the 
reasons for firing Lehmann, His 
statement is as follows: 

“After a thorough investigation 
the School Board found an intoler- 
able situation existing in the High 
School due to a complete lack of 
co-operation between the principal 
and faculty and the board has defi- 
nitely and unanimously decided to 
get a new principal next year, who, 
it hopes, can command the respect 
of the teachers. 

“The principal was given an op- 
portunity to resign at the end of 
the school year but did not see fit 
to do so. He still is in charge of 
he high school and professional 
ethics demand that he operate the 
school in a professional manner. 
If he doesn’t wish to do so, he must 
be removed summarily, as the high 
school will continue to operate for 
all students who wish to attend. 
“Those who don’t attend will be 
required to make up for any ab- 
sence.” 


Lehmann-Tillman Feud. 


Asked whether the firing of Leh- 
mann was the result of a personal 
disagreement between Lehmann and 
Superintendent of Schools Frank P. 
Tillman, Suits said: “The present 
controversy transcends all personal 
disagreements.” Four years ago 
Tillman reconsidered his decision 
not to renew Lehmann’s contract 
after many protests had been made) 
by Kirkwood citizens. 
Lehmann is regarded by Kirk- 
wood citizens as a progressive edu- 
cator. He is active in civic affairs 
and formerly was president of the 
Missouri Principals’ Association. 
The senior and junior high schools 
together have 50 teachers and about 
1100 pupils. 

Lehmann declined to comment on 
the controversy. 


ST. LOUIS PAIR FOUND DEAD 


In Tacoma Hotel With Anesthetic-

TACOMA, Wash., April 24.—Po- 
lice are attempting to identify a 
man and woman registered as Mr. 
and Mrs. J. C. Williams of St. Louis, 
who were found dead in a hotel 
room here Thursday under circum- 
stances indicating suicide. 

The bodies, fully clothed, were 
found on a bed with anesthetic- 
soaked towels over the faces, All 
marks of identification had been 
removed from the clothing and 
there was only one piece of bag- 
gage in the room. The man and 
woman were about 60 years old.

0 UNIFY. RELIEF 


To Send Message Tomor- 
row on Consolidation of 
WPA, PWA and Other 
Federal Agencies. 


OTHER PROPOSALS 
TO BE ADVANCED 


Steps to Revise Setup of 
Various Offices to Be 
Taken Under New Re- 


organization Bill. 


WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP).— 
A complete overhauling of Federal 
relief machinery was projected to- 
day in Government reorganization 
plans drafted by President Roose- 
velt for submission to Congress to- 
morrow. 

It was reported four reorganiza- 
tion proposals would go to the Cap- 
itol, 

Senator Barkley of Kentucky, the 
Democratic leader, was authority 


for the statement that reorganiza- 
tion of relief agencies was contem- 
plated. 

Other congressional leaders, ask- 
ing that their names not be used, 
said Roosevelt had advised them 
he would send to Congress tomor- 
row these reorganization proposals: 

1. A plan’ to consolidate under a 
new Public Works Agency § the 
WPA, the PWA, the United States 
Housing Authority, the Treasury's 
public building division and the 
Bureau of Public Roads. A simi- 
lar proposal is contained in a re- 
lief measure sponsored by Senator 
Byrnes of South Carolina. The Sen- 
at delayed action on the Byrnes 
bill today. 

2. A plan to consolidate Govern- 

ent lending agencies. 

3. A proposal to set up a new 
welfare agency or security agency 
to take over activities of the So- 
cial Security Board, the National 
Youth Administration, the Bureau 
of Education and the Public Health 
Service. 

4. A plan calling for elimination 
of duplicating functions of existing 
Government departments. 


May Unify Law Enforcers. 
The last proposal, it was said, 
may call for unification of the Gov- 
ernment’s scattered law enforce- 
ment agencies. 

Barkley told reporters that under 
the relief proposal six agencies 
would be merged into a unified sys- 
tem. He included the NYA in this 
group. , 
There would be some central con- 
trol over all relief activities, the 
Senator said, but he declined to say 
what agency would exercise it. 
Barkley disclosed the reorganiza- 
tion proposal after the regular Mon- 
day conference between President 
Roosevelt and his legislative lead- 
ers. 

Roosevelt will act, Barkley said, 
under provisions of the recently- 
enacted Government reorganization 
bill, The measure permits the 
President to reorganize Govern- 
ment agencies by submitting plans 
which become effective in 60 days 
unless they are disapproved by 
both houses of Congress. 

Barkley said the President’s or- 
der tomorrow would cover all 
agencies included in the Byrnes 
measure. These are the WPA, the 
PWA, the CCC, the NYA, the Bu- 
reau of Public Roads and the Pub- 


ury. 
Byrnes Agrees to Delay. 

On the Senate floor, Byrnes an- 

nounced he had agreed to delay 

action on his measure pending con- 

gressional study of the President's 

reorganization plan. 

After Roosevelt's proposal has 
been analyzed, Byrnes said, he will 
offer new legislation to supplement 
it. 

Senate leaders said they under- 
stood that final details of some of 
the plans had not yet been worked 
out, but that the President would 
finish these tonight. 

Questioned about the proposal to 
consolidate lending agencies, Sena- 
tors said it was not yet certain 
which agencies would be included, 
but that the Federal Housing ad- 
ministration and the Home Own- 
ers’ Loan Corporation probably 
would be. These persons said 
Roosevelt had not yet decided 
whether the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation should be 
merged with other agencies. 

It could not be learned at once 
what was proposed for the Givilian 
Conservation Corps. 

Senators who have talked witn 
the President represented him as 
drafting the reorganization so as 
to effect substantial Government 
economies. Byrnes has been an 
ardent advocate of administrative 
economies and has been one of the 
President’s advisers @n reorgan- 
ization problems.

BRITAIN TO. TURN 
T0 CONSCRIPTION 


Quickest Way to Get Rus- 
sian Help, Paris Says ep 
General Staffs Advise 
Moscow Aid Is Needed. 


PARIS, April 24 (AP).—France 
was said today to have urged Great 
Britain to adopt military conscrip- 
tion as the quickest way to obtain 


Soviet Russian support and to in- 
sure peace.

Alarmed at Commitments. 

Frenchmen have expressed alarm 
at what they call the pyramiding 
of military commitments which 
they and Britain have given to 
smaller nations, though Russia has 
not given its support. 

The French view is that conscrip- 
tion would have a psychological ef- 
fect on all countries, particularly 
the Soviet. Some expressed the 
view. that Russia and others must 
be convinced that Britain intends 
to fight if necessary and that noth- 
ing less than conscription would 
achieve that. 

It was said France was trying to 
obtain a revision of its 1935 pact 
with Russia which called for joint 
Russian-French action if either’s 
territory were invaded. France was 
said now to want Russia auto- 
matically to help her even if French 
territory were not invaded.

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PLAN TO CALL JUDGES 
ON POLIGE BILL FAILS 


Voted Down in Legislature 
Lest Hearings on Kansas 
City Be Delayed.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 24.— 
The House refused today to direct 
the Judiciary Committee, before 
which the Kansas City police bill 
is pending, to invite United States 
District Judges Albert L. Reeves 
and Merrill E. Otis of Kansas City 
and United States Attorney Maurice 
M. Milligan to appear before the 
committee, or the House as a whols, 
to present their views on the 
measure. 

A resolution that would have in- 
vited the three to the next public 
hearing on the bill was rejected 
27 to 13, with 19 other members 
voting present. 

The vote was without signifi- 
cance, however, as Representative 
William B.Weakley of Pike County, 
who is handling the police bill in 
the house, voted against the reso- 
lution. After Weakley had voted, 
10 other Representatives who had 
re“rained from voting when their 
names were called, asked after the 
roll call was completed that they 
be recorded as voting no. 

Weakley said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he had voted against 
the resolution lest opponents of the 
bill use it as an excuse to delay 
action on the measure. The Judi- 
ciary Committee is scheduled to 
hold its last public hearing on the 
bill tomorrow night, and there is 
some possibility that the committee 
may report at that time. 

The resolution, introduced by 
Representative Tom Brown (Rep.), 
Harrison County, stated that every 
member of the Legislature was 
vitally interested in ascertaining all 
the facts before voting on the bill, 
and that the three officials were 
the most competent. witnesses ob- 
tainable. 

Judges Reeves and Otis presided 
at the Kansas City vote fraud trials, 
which resulted in the conviction of 
numerous election officials and 
Kansas City policemen.

The proposed plan would ex- 
tend to the same limit—second year 
of junior college. 

The proposal is not to be con- 
fused with the intermediate school 
system tried here some years ago 
and abandoned, with six grades in 
elementary school, three in inter- 
mediate or junior high school and 
three in high school. The report 
says there is a definite hiatus in

‘senior high and between the latter 
and college. 

Existing high school buildings 
could accommodate the advanced 
schools, the report declares, while 
ithe new secondary schools .could 
ibe housed in certain buildings or 
parts of buildings now used for 
elementary schools, in view of the 
clear tendency of elementary en- 
rollments to decline.

Provisions for All Types. 


Concluding these recommenda- 
tions the report says: “The total 
program of general education must 
include provisions for all types of 
desirable experiences in the vari- 
ous areas of living. St. Louis 
schools will provide an optimum 
kind of general education when for 
all groups a variety of educative 
experience replaces excessive reli- 
ance on textbook reading and reci- 
tations. Extended use of first-hand 
experiences at all levels, wider use 
of all the resources of the com- 
munity, greater attention to the 
improvement of those things indi- 
viduals do outside schools—all these 
will provide more effective educa- 
tion for a large number of individ- 
uals.” 

“Members of the survey staff 
strongly recommend that the whole 
field of reorganization be studied 
during the next two or three years.

The Rev. Francis J. Spellman, aux- 
iliary Bishop of Boston, who once 
drove a grocery wagon and later 
became a trusted emissary of the 
late Pope Pius XI, today was named 


Archbishop of New York. He was 


‘Cardinal Hayes by Pope Pius XII, 
| who, as Eugenio Cardinal Pacelli, 


consecrated him as Bishop in St. 
‘Peter's in 1932. 

It was considered almost certain 
that the new Archbishop, who will 
be 50 years old May 4, would be 
created a Cardinal, but whether 
this might be done at a consistory 
which the Pope is expected to call 
in June or July, or at some iater 
consistory, was a matter of specula-| 
tion.

While serving as an assistant at 
the Vatican secretariat he learned 
ito fly under italian tutelage and 
‘obtained a pilot's license. As far 
as known, he will be the first 
aviator- Archbishop. 

He was named tot 
Aug. 1, 1932, with the titular bishop- 
ric of Sila in Numidia. He was con- 
secrated Bishop in St. Peter's that 
year and was the first American 
| consecrated Bishop in the Basilica. 
| During his period of service at 
the Vatican, Bishop Spellman was 
known as a priest of high capabil-| 
ity and was frequently called on 
when some difficult task had to be 
performed 

It was thus that he was selected 
to give the Pope's encyclical to the 
world in the 1931 dispute which re- 
volved about Fascist opposition to 
Catholic Action, a Catholic iay- 
men’s Organization 

Feeling was running high—Cath- 
olic Action headquarters were 
raided in some cases and portraits 
of the Pope were thrown into the 
streets—and the Vatican considered 
it desirable to give out the encycli- 
cal elsewhere than in Italy. Bishop 
Spellman carried the Latin text of 
the Pope's reply to Fascist actions | 
with him and began his translation 
into English on the train. He com- 
leted the translation in the Asso- 
ciated Press office in Paris.

AN EYE-OPENING SURVEY. 
The report of the survey made of the St. Louis city 


schools by the experts of the Teachers’ College of Co- 
lumbia University is released to the public today. 
Whatever may be the rating of the St. Louis schools, 
compared with those of other cities, Dr. Strayer, Dr. 
| Engelhardt and the men associated with them in the 
'gurvey find they are by no means good enough. 
On the instructional side, they find our schools 

‘guffering from traditionalism. A rearrangement of 
the curriculum is recommended to provide more fully 
for the development of civic intelligence, creative 
expression and sound recreational interests. 
| The survey pointedly criticises the over-emphasis 
| which the general high school course places on college 
preparation, when not more than 10 per cent of the 
high school pupils expect to go to college. Courses for 
‘those who expect to go to college would be retained, 
but for the others, large areas of the high school 
eurriculum would be reorganized around actual prob- 
lems of living and experiences rather than around 
_apstract principles and theories. Greater stress would 
| be placed also on vocational training and guidance. 

Similarly in the elementary schools, the report 
suggests less formal drill and recitation and more 
training to equip the child to meet situations in 
'which he must function as a member of society. 
Here, too, the value of book learning is not dis- 
counted, but it is suggested that the curriculum be 
enriched so as to have more to offer students who, 
though their taste or talent for rote learning may be 
limited, are not lacking in the ability to acquire a

Janitorial and building maintenance costs in the 
St. Louis schools are found to be far in excess of 
the average for comparable school systems. Although 
the report avoids stating the case so baldly, this sit- 
uation simply reflects political pressure on the School 
Board. Politics can be largely eliminated and effi- 

ciency increased by the enactment of a bill pending 

in the Legislature to concentrate authority over the 
engineering, maintenance and custodial employes in 

the Superintendent of Schools. 

On some of the other financial recommendations of 
the report, there is room for debate. It is open to 
question whether we want to reverse our general 
_ policy of paying for new school buildings as we go, 
and also whether we want to give the School Board

Dummy ducked and I won 
with the king. Knowing now that 
clubs were hopeless, I led the dia- 
mond three, and declarer ducked! 
He thereby defeated himself ‘by de- 
fault’ (as one kibitzer labeled it). 
That declarer surely pulled as bad 
a bonerjas my partner did. At this 
point he had more than enough 
tricks to be able to claim the bal- 
ance, 

“To sum up: Properly played 
throughout, declarer should have 
been down 1000 points. As it was 


defended, he could have made

The President estimated that the |‘ 
plan announced today would save 
the Federal Government 
$15,000,000 and $20,000,000 annually 
and would permit states and cities 
to make corresponding savings in 
their dealings with the WNational'* 
Government. The improved effi- 
ciency and eonvenience contemplat- 
ed by the plan, he said, would also 
be felt by citizens everywhere and 
these ecOmomies would undoubtedly 
exceed direct savings in the Federal 
budget.
